In chemistry, a thousand things for the good of ‘heir 
fellow men for which they now receive no credit. 
doubt if one farmer in ten knows that Dr. Frankla 
first introduced gypsum as a fertilizer, yet that is the 
most conspicuous, probably, of modern discoveries in 
the application of manure. 

Chemistry has taught the farmer what the scientifie 
world did not once know,—that all food for plants 
must first be reduved to a perfectly eoluble condition: 
Otherwise it isa foreign substance tothe plant. A 
knowledge of this fact strengthens the farmer in h's 
convictions of what it is best to do with soil, and how 
to prepare his manures when he wants their immedi- 
ate and their more remote action on vegetation. 

It is wonderful how a little knowledge of such first 
principles will influence men in their modes of think- 
ing, and reasoning, and acting. No farmer talks 
now of farming as a farmer would have done fifty 
years ago. No farmer could live on a farm and pros- 
per, who makes no progress in his knowledge of farm- 
ing. 

Chemistry does not benefit a farmer directly. It is 
only indirectly that he enjoys its knowledge, and this 
leads him to overlook ite advantages. Its influence is 
much like that of the multiplication table on the mind 
ofa boy. Itis only by its application to other rules 
that it is of any service to him. 

It is natural for the best practical farmer to look 
only at results in chemistry so far as his practice is 
concerned. The most intelligent farmer who has a 
good knowledge of chemistry is not apt to say much 
about ammonia, nor nitvogen, nor phosphorus in his

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Mechanical, Engineering and Scien-

| We gather from our scientific exchanges, some items 
of interest to mechanics, artisans and others. 

The feasibility of laying wooden railways in districts 
where the traffic does not require a high rate of speed, 
and where there is an abundance of hard and durable 
timber, is now being discussed, and many fivorable 
opinions as to their utility, based upon practic.l expe- 
rience, are given. Cheaper and quicker common 
road transportation is one of the most neglected 
| problems of the day; and there are huntreds of out of 

the way villages, now of little importance, that would 
soou grow iuto large centres of traflic and revenue if 
connected with the nearest railroad, by a tram-road 
or wooden railway upon which a 4-tou locomotive 
could run at eight miles an hour. 
Should these wooden railways be deemed advisable 
(they are estimated to cost from $4,000 to $5,009 per 
mile) the method of preserving wood from decay as 
recommended by Dr. L. Feuchtwagner in the Scien- 
tile American would come into use. It 1s simply to 
steam the wood, then inject a solution of silicate of 
soda for eight hours, and then soak the wood the same 
period in lime water. The process is reliable and 
'economical, converts woody fiber into a mineral sub- 
stance, and renders it alike incombustible and inde- 
| structable. For railroad sleepers, wooden rails, 
bridges or other kinds of wool work constantly ex- 
posed to wear, the process should be made use of. 

Making photographs of interiors by the aid of the 
magnesium light is now said to be a complete success. 
By this agency the interiors of subterranean tombs, 
caves, cathedrals, &c, are being obtained.

pressure to the square inch to grind an axe. 

All the gold that exists in the United States coull 
be placed in a square box of less than fifteen feet in 
length, width and depth. Coal and iron are infinitely 
more valuable to commerce than this boasted metal. 

Rubber tires to wheels for locomotives to be used on 
common roads, have been proved to satisfaction in 
Scotland, The tires are twelve inches wide by four 
and a half inches thick, and are made of vulcanized 
‘rubber. In the trials alluded to the engine used 

weighed between four and five tons. The first trial 
was by drawing a train of coal carriages over paved 
4 roads, up and down steep inclines and around curves 
and corners; in the second the engine was run over a 
grass field, and over loose earth, lightly laid to the 
depth of from twelve to twenty-four inches. In pass- 
ing over the loose earth the weight of the engine com- 
pressed it so little that a walking stick could easily 
be pushed down in the track of the wheels without 
marked exertion. With water and coal for two hours 
work the engine weighs 84 tons. It was intended to 
haul twelve tons gross weight up gradients of one in 
sixteen, but it was found to do much more than this. 
Cannot plows for prairie plowing be attached to such 
an engine with sure prospect of accomplishing steam 
plowing about which so much has been written, and 
to perform which so much has been uselessly expend- 
jed ? 
| Anewshingle machine has been invented which 
does not move the bolt or block of wood to be sawed 
to the saw, and then gig it back, or carry it circuit- 
ously back to its place, but conveys the saw to and 
fro to bolts lying on either side of its centre. 

For watering streets it is claimed that if one half

Messrs, Epvrrors:—I see by the Farmer that some 
gentlemen in Maine have purchased of M. IL. Coch- 
rane, Exq., of Compton, P. Q, his herd of Hereford 
cattle. 1 think the farmers of your State may be con- 
gratulated on this acquistiion. In some sections of 
Maine, considerable experience has already been had 
with the Herefords, I think they have generally done 
well. Indeed, it appears to me that their character- 
istics render them specially adapted to the purposes 
fur which cattle are largely used in the State. For 
working oxen, they stand in the first class, possessing 
nearly the activity of the Devon, with at least a good 
hardiness, and with weizht enough for any kind of 
labor. When they have served their time at the yoke, 
they will fatten very easily, and produce the first 
quality of beef? If not wanted for work, they will 
fatten at as early an age as any cattle, if reared and 
treated in the same way. For milk, they are as good 
in point of quantity, as any breed having an equal 
tendency to fatten, and their milk is of extra richness. 

Mr. Cochrane’s stock, through the herd of Fred 
Wm. Stone, Esq , of Guelph, Ontario, traces to the 
herds of those eminent English breeders, the late Lord 
Berwick and Lord Bateman, and thence to herds which 
were famous more than a hundred years ago. Before 
Lord Berwick’s death | spent a day with much satis- 
faction, in examining his three hundred Herefords. 

The bull Compton Lad 1s an animal of extraordina- 
ry symmetry, very heavy in proportion to his bulk, 
having very thick flesh of excellent quality, laid even- 
ly over his frame, forming such a carcase of beef as 
butchers who cater to epicurean palates like to obtam 
At the same time, all bis points indicate health, » 
strong constitution, and great muscular strength. I 
shall expect that oxen bred from him and the mght 
kind of cows, will be able to perform as much work, 
either in the plough-field or ‘‘logging-swamp,’’ as 
has ever been done by any cattle.

Taking up Bees with Brimstone, 

Where this pernicious system is resorted to by the 
inhuman bee-keeper, I know of no other way than the 
course followed by our forefathers; and that was, to 
dig a hole in the ground ten or twelve inches deep, 
a little smaller in diameter than the hive that 1s to be 
fumed. Dip some rags in melted brimstone; then at- 
tach them to a couple of split sticks, insert them into 
the pit, apply the match and immediately set the hive 
over the smoke, and throw a blanket or some loose 
earth around it to keep in the deadly fumes, so that 
the bees will get the full benefit of the smoke. Ina 
couple of minutes after, the bees will get still, when 
we consider the job completed. Any man in this en- 
lightened day, that will be found guilty of adminis- 
tering a deadly dose of brimstone to his bees, for the 
sake of a few pounds of sulphur scented honey, I hope 


| will be honored at no distant day with a similar dose, 


and no doubt-he will if he still persists in this nefari- 
ous practice. There is no more reasun or sense in ad- 
miaistering the burning fames of sulphur to our bees, 
than there is in giving it to our sheep for a fleece of 
wool, or to our hens for the sake of eggs. It may 
seem right to many of our country bee keepers, but 
as a general thing, I have ever found this to be a very 
bad practice, and entirely uncalled for.

White Breeds of Fouls, 


Taking them in the order in which they are ususl- 
ly classed, we have, first, (omitting the White Coch- 
ins, which are rare.) the White Dorkings, once con- 
sidered the only trae Dorkings. They attain good 
size, are square bodied, short legged, and fine looking; 
feather early, mature young, and are unsurpassed for 
the table, yet are neither prolific nor hardy, and are 
generally acknowledged to be less satisfactory and pro- 
fitable than the colored varieties of the breed. 

The White Leghorns are of two distinct varieties— 
the double and the single combed. They are rather 
below the medium siz, are prolific layers of large 
eggs, are fair table fowls, are quite spirightly and 
handsome. The single combed variety is often called 
the White Spanish, from its close resemblance, except 
in color, tothe Black Spanish. They require warm 
quarters to prevent their combs being frozen, and be- 
ing non-incubators, other fowls must be kept to hatch 
their eggs. 

The White Game fowls are, says Dixon, ‘the most 
chaste and beautiful variety of all, and are highly 
prized by those who keep them.’’ They are of good 
size, handsome, stylish, active and hardy. Their ta- 
ble qualities are unexcelled, and as layers, they have 
few superiors. The cocks are guardians of the flocks, 
and the hens as sitters and mothers, possess all the 
merits of the breed to which they belong. 

The White Polands are a highly ornamental fowls, of 
fair size, and are among the best layers; are about 
medium quality for the table, are tender, often de- 

| furmed, and liable to have only a tuft of feathers in

Good ventilation is not less important than good 
drainage. In the eye of the law, bouses are not con- 
sidered habitable unless they are properly drained. 
Neither should they be considered fit for occupation 
unless every room is properly ventilated also. In a 
sanitary point of view, the one is as necessary as the 
other. Men and women who dwell in crowded towns, 
and work and sleep all their lives in close rooms, with- 
out ventilation, and so continually breathe air con- 
taminated with the waste of their bodies, go down to 
their graves seventeen years earlier than the men and 
women who dwell in the country, and work in the 
green fields, and breathe the fresh air. As the poor 
vwoilers for breed in pestiferous houses and workshops 
in towns are shut out from the balmy breeze and the 
glorious sanshine, from the sight of the primrose and 
the smell of the hawthorn, from the wild bird's songs 
in the hedgerows and the lark’s merry trill im th» 
clear blue sky, the least those who live upon their toil 
can do fur them is to make their homes and surround- 
ings decent and habitable.

| Aman who visits the regions of the North Pole 


does not die because his blood freezes or evaporates, 
nor does he die from want of nourishment; but 
perishes on account of the sudden abstraction of vital 
heat, which benambs hrs nerves, causes torpidity and 
puts a stop to the orginic machinery. 
ism of plants is pot as complicated as that of animals, 
but the same principles of vitality are applicable to 
both. Animals cannot live without air and light; 
neither can plants. Animals must supply their waste, 
and must take in materials that foster their growth; 
se must plants. Animals have an inherent vital pow- 
er to recal, in some measure, external atmospheric in- 
flaences; and long continued droughts, which dry up 
almost everything except vegetation, show that plants 
possess this power in a great degree. Beyond this, 
plants as well as animals are subject to the ordinary 
laws of caloric, which has a tendency to establish an 
equhbriam, by withdrawing an excessive supply from 
| one body and infusing it into another less impregnat- 
ed with its subtle fluid 
It would be very unfortunate for mankind if this 
|} excessive evaporation theory were true; for during 
| the summer, when the atmosphere is hot and dry,

Minuteness of Animaicules. 


President Barnard of Columbia College, N. Y., in 
|his recent lecture on the microscope, states that of 
some of the larger forms of loricated animalcules (or 
those having shells) more than one million would be 
required to fill the space of acubicinch. These would 
| of course be about a hundredth of an inch in diame- 
| ter, and would be as large as a minute grain of sand, 
| visible to the naked eye, being what is termed the 
| **gigantic ferm"’ of the animalcule. Of other genera, 
| ten or twenty millions could find room in a cubic inch. 
| There are simpler forms of living individuals, among 
| which few exceed a thousandth of an inch in diame- 
iter, and some only one-twelvth thousandth. Our 
young readers will cube these numbers, and find 
that a cubic inch will hold a thousand millions of the 
| larger, and more thao a million millions of the small- 
jer animals. Or, put the computation into another 
shape, and take a cube only a thousandth part of an 
inch in diameter, which woul. of iteelf be invisible to 
| the naked eye, or, at most, like the smallest visible 
| black speck on white paper, and it would hold two 
| thousand of the minuter living beings. There is no 
fiction about this—all who are familiar with the use 
lof good achromatic microscopes, can see them on any 
| day in water containing various decaying vegetable 
' substances. =

Divorces in Matne, 

It will be seen from the proceedings of the Legisla- 
ture, published in another column, that a bill has been 
introduced into the House, providing, by an amend- 
ment to the present law, that the party for whose 
fault a divorce is decreed, may be disabled from re 
marrying during the life of the other party. In one 
case this disability is to be made absolute, and in all 
other cases to be left discretionary with the judges, 
The prominence which libels for divorce are said to 
have acquired in the business of our courts, and the 
alarming facility with which the decrees are obtained, 
are calculated to excite inquiry and discussion in re- 
gard to the condition of our laws; but the bill above 
referred to, if it should have a passage, will be the 
first movement in favor of the more stringent divorce 
laws which formerly existed in a majority of the 
States. For the last fifty years and more, the uniform 
tendency in nearly all of the old States, has been to 
enlarge the grounds for which divorces are granted, 
so that the divorce laws have perhaps, on the whole, 
been found more liberal at the end of every ten years. 
It cannot be denied that the feeling of sanctity attach- 
ed to the marriage relation has very materially de- 
clined, and that the frequency of divorces has largely 
increased within that period. It therefore becomes an 
important inquiry whether either or both of these ad- 
mitted facts can be justly ascribed to liberal divorce 
laws. 

History discloses a variety of pragtice and opinion 
on this subject, in diiferent countries, in ancient and 
modern times. It shows, however, in almost every 
instance, that as the people depart from the natural 
simplicity and purity of earlier customs, and begin to 
feel the influences of luxurious habits and artificial 
manuers, they also exhibit a tendency to break away 
from the doctrine of indissoluble marriages, and de- 
mand greater facility of divorce, It is said that the 
Roman republic had existed five hundred years when 
the first instance of a divorce occurred; while by the 
civil law either party might renounce the marriage 
union at pleasure, aud the greatest abuse of the di- 
vorce prevailed in the most polished ages of the re- 
public. These voluntary divorces were abolished by 
one of the laws of Jastinian, but were afterwards re- 
vived for the resson that while ‘‘nothing ought to be 
held so sacrel in civil society as marriage,’’ yet the 
‘shatred, misery and crimes flowing from indissoluble 
connections,”’ required as a necessary reme ly the res- 
toration of the old law by which marriage was dis- 
solved by mutual will and consent.

This was formerly the 


cise in France; but the French revolution, which 
swept away the laws anal usages of ages, also made 
Wir upon the muirciage contract, and six thousand 


divorces are sud to have takea place in the city of 


Paris in the spiwe of two years and three months. 
The cole Napoleon regirding marriage purely asa 
civil contract, authorized divorces upen mutual con- 
sent according to the usage of the ancient Romans. 

This great facility of separation must always tend 
in some degree to inflame every trifling domestic dis- 
pute, as well to destroy mutuil confidence, and pre- 
vent due effurt at reconciliation. The reaction of such 
laws on the community which frames anol eaforces 
them, may also appear in the unseemly haste and 
recklessness with which the marriage tie is often 
formed, and in the greatly impsired sense of its si- 
creduess. Dut it mast be remembered, after all, that 
laws are only the sentiments and iless of the people 
formally expressed and embolied in legislative enact- 
ments. Social crimes and family discords may indi- 
cate a perverted moral sentiment, but it is precisely 
this sentiment which has demanded liberal divorce 
laws; and while the public morals and manners re- 
miin the same, the most stringent legislation must 
prove ineffectual to restrain to any great extent the 
present mania for divorce. The history of temper- 
ance legislition in this State abundantly proves that 
any attempt to sustain and enforce a law not in ac- 
cordance with the sentiment of the people, will always 
result in a failure, and frequently in a violent reac- 

ion. Thus, if neither moral ideas, deference to pub- 

lic opinion, nor self-respect will suffice to uphold the 
strength of the marriage tie, among the masses of the 
people, it is very questionable if a legal enactment 
abruptly foisted upon them can have that effect. 

It would therefore seem more philosophical to refer 
the growiig rage fora dissolution of the bonds of 
matrimony to the ‘‘spirit of the age,’’ and not direct- 
ly to the state of our laws. The inquiry then arises, 
if divorces are restrained by more stringent legisla- 
tion, will the peace, harmony and morality of society 
be thereby improved? Or must we first look to the 
virtues and improvements of society, and then make 
our laws in uniformity thereto? Will not the “‘sweeter 
manners’’ be followed by the ‘‘purer laws ?”’ 

A writer upon this subject says: ‘The married re- 
lation is one in which real permanence can never be 
looked for among average men and women, unless it 
has a ‘home’ as a basis, and homes, at a time when 
we are witnessing the greatest movement of popula- 
tion that has ever taken place, are necessarily less 


numerous than they used to be. Those who look up- 


on it as the most precious possession of civilization can 
do much to uphold it by this example, not simply in 
living with their wives or husbands, disagreeable as 
this may be in many cases, but in taking pains and 
making sacrifices to have a home of their own and 
teaching their children to love it. The married couple 
who, being pecuniarily able to avoid it, deliberately 
and permanently ‘board’ in order to save trouble or 
expense may safely be pronounced enemies of society 
and deserve clerical reprobation in almost equal de- 
gree with the purchasers of Indiana divorces,”’ 

Prior to 1849 divorces were decreed in this State 
for eight specified causes. Since that time it has been 
left to the discretion of the judge to grant a divorce 
whenever he considers it ‘‘reasonable and proper, 
egnducive to domestic harmony, and consistent with 
the peace and nrorality of society.”” In 1858 it was 
enacted that wherever a divorce from the bonds of 
matrimony had been decreed, either party might law- 
fully marry again, Thus the law bas remained to 
the present time, and it is not believed that the people 
require any change.
